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Ii Happened Once Before 


Americans have conveniently bad memories 
concerning things they prefer to forget. 
They have forgotten, if they prefer to forget 
it, that the whole dreary McCarthy situation 
happened once before. 
A member of Congress, Martin Dies, a new­ 
comer in the House of Representatives, led a 
crusade against the Communists. Dies was a 
wild - swinging accuser with blood in his eye. 
There was only one really good thing about 
him in his chosen role of public prosecutor of 
subversives; he was on the right track. That 
was concealed from most Americans by one of 
the most fantastically bitter attacks ever made 
on a public figure. 
Years later, when the country was sadder 
but wiser about subversives, the work Martin 
Dies had begun was dignified by naming a 
permanent committee of the House to carry it 
on. Meanwhile, Dies had been defeated by the 
efforts of the labor unions, which used to squeal 
that he was persecuting them when he brought 
in witnesses to testify about their Communist 
leadership. 
All this comes back now that another member 
of Congress is being given the full treatm ent 
by critics who never seem to rush to the de­ 
fense of anyone except people V ho agreed with 
Franklin Roosevelt that the Communists needed 
only to be housebroken and they’d be lifelong 
chums. 
In other wfords, would it really make any 
difference if Sen. McCarthy were some else? 
Or is it what he’s talking about that has his 
critics gnashing their teeth and pawing the air? 


It's A W onderful Feeling B u t- 


The next time the plaintive strains of “Don't 
Let Them Take It Away!’* come your way, re­ 
member the first $10 bill you ever saw. 
It was a lot of money, if you were raised in 
ordinary circumstances. It would feed a small 
family for a week. It would cover the cost of 
a whing-ding. A $10 bill represented purchasing 
power. 
Today It takes a $20 bill, or two $10 bills. 
to approximate the same amount of purchas­ 
ing power. The rate at which $1 bills pass 
through a spender’s hands is more than twice 
what it used to be. This gives a spender the 
illusion of never having had it so good, unless 
he stops to think about w*hat he has. 
He has half the insurance he thought he was 
buying. If he owned savings or bonds, he would 
have taken a 50 per cent loss. Even with wage 
increases, he has only a fraction of the buying 
powder he once had, because the bitter fact is 
that w?ages cannot go up fast enough to offset 
a declining dollar. 
Furthermore, the faster 
they rise in the attempt to do this, the faster 
becomes the decline of the dollar. 
“Don't let them take it away!" scream the 
tub - thumpers of the we - owe - it - to - ourselves 
school of funny - money manipulation. 
Take w’hat aw at? 


It iliad to be. in this country, 
that people were born, voted at the 
age of 21, and in due course died 
without anyone worrying too much 
about the politics of it. 
Nowadays, 
however, this pro­ 
cess affects the tax rate, both na­ 
tional and local, and is therefore 
very political. 
Years ago, my friend. Ben Af­ 
fleck, now deceased, who manu­ 
factured cement, argued lengthi­ 
ly on the relationship of cement to 
births. He was regarded as a fa­ 
natic on the subject. He watched 
birth statistics in all the areas 
where he sold cement and had 
charts to show how many children 
would enter school on their sixth 
year and how many would reach 
high school. 
By these figures, he could cal­ 
culate whether new schools would 
be required and whether parents 
would be seeking larger homes. 
Affleck's law of the relation of 
I cement to schools and taxes ap- 
• plies now to all our age groups.

i takes out of the population a siza­ 
ble group of boys and even girls 
I who would be about to get their 
first jobs. The competitive factor 
of youth in the job - hunting areas 
is therefore delayed a year or two. 


A FACTOR, often disregarded in 
most discussions of this problem, 
is that the United States from 1929 
to 1940, for a decade, suffered an 
. unemployment problem which, at 
I times, reached 10,000.000. 
The New Deal subsidized unem­ 
ployment by various devices, all 
based on increased taxes and the 
redistribution of wealth. World War 
II did put an end to unemploy­ 
ment. 
The worker, whose memory is 
longer than Jhe politician’s, remem­ 
bers this period and has persist­ 
ently demanded a guaranteed job 
or an annual wage, or a subsidy. 
More or less, he now has all 
three, assured by the government 
in the form of government pur­ 
chases and old age pensions as 
well as state paid unemployment 
compensation, some form of union 
shop forbidding dismissal except 
under specific stipulations super­ 
vised by the National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board. State Labor Relations 
Boards, FEPC, etc. 
The calculable result of all this 
is that taxes rise, the currency de­ 
preciates, and the most productive 
age group, that is from 20 to 64. 
carries too heavy a burden to en­ 
joy the advantages of their par­ 
ents to equality of opportunity. 


AND TO HAVE full employment, 
the politicians have hit upon war 
and the preparation for war as the 
easiest means. That requires a 
huge military budget, higher U s­ 
es, increased national debt and fur­ 
ther depreciation of currency. 
There are now 13 million of those 
between the ages of $5 and death 
and their number is increasing as 
the antibiotics and other inventions 
of science prolong life. It used to 
be that a man saved for his old 
age and proudly rejected charity, 
except from his loving children. 
Religion and ethics taught chil­ 
dren to respect, honor and support 
their parents as they had been 
nurtured by them. Today, with U s­ 
es what they are and the high 
cost of living going higher con- 
sUntly. it becomes increasingly 
difficult to save. Actually, the fig­ 
ures for 1950 show an average in­ 
debtedness of $400 per capiu. 
This belies other figures which 
show savings from which must be 
deducted obligations assumed by 
time-purchases. 
Also the young people are hard 
pressed by the delayed opportuni­ 
ties for advancement and by the 
high cost of setting up a home and 
maintaining a family. The aged 
papa and mamma become a se­ 
vere drain. Therefore the constant 
demand for increasing pensions. 


AS INDUSTRY too often insists 
upon a stupid policy of avoiding 
the employment of workers over 
50 and the compulsory retirement 
of management at 65, the pension­ 
ers of both government and pri­ 
vate funds will inevitably increase. 
These retirement policies are stu­ 
pid because they are arbitrary and 
unrelated to ability, stamina, ex­ 
perience. knowledge and skill, and 
current longevity tables. 
The voting population of the 
United States could amount to 
nearly IOO million persons. Of this 
number about 45 million are be­ 
tween the ages of 45 and death; 
and of that number. 13 million are 
over 65. It is obvious from these 
figures that, by age groups, the 
center of political power is among 
those between 50 and 70, that is 
the pensioners. 
In 1948, 48 million Americans 
voted for President. With an in­ 
creased population, and assuming 
a similar response to political im­ 
portunities. maybe 50 million will 
vote in 1952. 
On that basis, the pensioners can 
become the dominant political fac­ 
tor. The politicians who put their 
accent on youth have their tongues 
in their cheeks.

Gov. Stevenson, by the artful use 
of phrases, gave the general pub­ 
lic the impression that he would 
do an even-handed job as between 
management and labpr but actual­ 
ly the nation’s labor leaders are 
delighted with the inner meanings 
and implications of his Labor Day 
speech which they recognize so 
clearly. 
For what the Democratic nomi­ 
nee actually did was to accept IOO 
per cent the demands of the Labor- 
union leaders in connection with 
the proposed rewriting of the Taft- 
Hartley Law. He did this by em­ 
bracing desirable principles that 
everybody understands and then 
outlining technical proposals that 
only the labor lawyers and indus­ 
trial relations experts understand. 
Careful examination of the Stev­ 
enson proposals shows that the 
Democratic 
nominee 
has 
really 
moved 
over completely 
to 
the 
“left’’ on the labor issue. 
Thus. Stevenson has agreed to 
eliminate from the new law any 
ban on “ unfair labor practices’’ by 
unions except the two which they 
themselves for some time now have 
told congressional committees they 
would accept—a ban on jurisdic­ 
tional strikes and secondary boy­ 
cotts. 
Stevenson comes out for the 
“closed shop" device,— now pro­ 
hibited — which means a worker 
wouldn’t be able hereafter to apply 
for a job in free America, or keep 
it, unless he accepts union rule. 
The employer w o u l d be bound 
by such & law to discharge any 
man whose views or activities the 
union officers disapprove. The lang­ 
uage of union constitutions is very 
broad in giving to union officers 
the power to expel members they 
dislike. 


THEN STEVENSON would elim­ 
inate any injunction as against la­ 
bor unions but would retain the 
use of the injunction against em­ 
ployers. He would turn the clock 
back to the old one-sided Wagner 
Law. He would legalize compuls­ 
ory union membership. He would 
make it possible again for threats 
by strong-arm squads and intimi­ 
dation by union organizers to co­ 
erce the w’orkers into the union and 
yet go unpunished. 
H e‘would restore the conditions 
from which the Taft - Hartley Law 
emancipated the American work­ 
ingman. He would give America a 
real “slave labor law." 
Now*, maybe Stevenson himself 
didn't intend to imply any of these 
things, but whoever prepares the 
data for his speeches certainly gave 
him the CIO line and he swallowed 
it. Here are some of the mislead­ 
ing statements in the Stevenson

speech, which was far more jum­ 
bled than it appeared on surface: 
First, Stevenson says the Taft- 
Hartley Act revived the “labor in­ 
junction” . He opposes the use of 
the injunction to stop “unfair la­ 
bor practices” committed by un­ 
ions 
He would retain court in­ 
junctions only as a means of stop­ 
ping employers from committing 
“unfair labor practices " 
Second, the governor says, “ it is 
only common sense to acknowledge 
that we must forbid such practices 
as jurisdictional strikes and strikes 
or boycotts attempting to force an 
employer to deal with one union 
when another has been certified as 
the 
representative 
of 
his 
em­ 
ployes." 


THIRD. THE governor says a 
lot about “voluntary settlement of 
strikes” but wants nevertheless a 
law against strikes that “threaten 
our national safety.** He says of 
such a law: 
“ Its purpose should be to keep 
these cases out of the White House, 
if possible.” 
When the reader notes that sen­ 
tence, he agrees that this is some­ 
thing everybody wants, but the 
governor immediately contradicts 
the concept in the next sentence 
when he says: 
“But the Congress should give 
to the President a choice of pro­ 
cedures w hen voluntary agreement 
proves impossible; seizure provi­ 
sions geared to the circumstances 


ii 
• • • 
Among the “choices” which Stev­ 
enson enumerated is “a recom­ 
mendation of settlement term s." 
The mere presence of this in a 
series of “choices” in the same 
law that provides for presidential 
intervention pushes the labor prob­ 
lem right to the doorstep of the 


White House for “settlement ** 
This is exactly what happened 
in the steel case. Once President 
Truman had seized the steel plants, 
he recommended “terms of settle­ 
ment” and actually Died to put 
them into effect when the Supreme 
Court of the U. S. stopped him be­ 
cause he had no law. 
Stevenson 
would 
provide 
the 
President with a law that would 
enable him to dictate terms of set­ 
tlement after the plants are seized. 
This 
is compulsory 
arbitration 
placed in the hands of a politician. 


FIFTH. THE Democratic nomi­ 
nee. in coming out in effect tor 
the “closed shop”, gives as an ex­ 
cuse for the repeal of the Taft- 
Hartlev provisions the allegation 
that the “closed shop” ban in th« 
present law’ isn’t being respected 
He says: 
“Today 
several 
thousand 
em­ 
ployers and several million em­ 
ployes are operating under boot­ 
leg agreements in flagrant viola­ 
tion of the statute.” 
A conspiracy by two or more 
persons to violate any law is a 
federal crime. Why hasn't Presi­ 
dent Trum an’s Department of Jus­ 
tice prosecuted the unions and em­ 
ployers who, Stevenson says, are 
violating the law? 
The answer is that Truman him­ 
self has publicly denounced the 
Taft-Hartley Act and. although re­ 
quested by both houses of C<m- 
gress to use it, has refused. That 
same spirit of nullification has 
spread throughout the labor world. 
Because the President of the 
United States has refused to order 
the Taft-Hartley Act enforced, the

T. Fred Edwards, comm ercial m anager of the Ohio Bell Tele­ 
phone Co., whose company presented the local museum the historic 
phone, said calls could not be made after IO p. rn. or on Sundays 
or holidays in the 80 s. 
And you asked for a nam e instead of a num ber in placing calls. 
The relic came from the phone firm s historical collection in 
Cleveland.

Maine Falls 
Once More To 
Republicans 


Senatorial Candidate 
Wins With Slimmer 
Margin Than In 1948 


PORTLAND, 
Me. 
(iP—Republi­ 
cans chalked up today a ninth con­ 
secutive Maine election triumph, 
but their senatorial candidate won 
by a slim m er margin than in 1948. 
Gov. Frederick G. Payne won 
Owen Brew ster’s Senate seat with 
59 per cent of 230,000 votes. Dem­ 
ocrat Roger P. Dube got 35 per 
cent and 6 went to E arl S. Grant, 
Democrat-independent. 
In 1948 — also a presidential 
year — Sen. M argaret Chase Smith 
rolled up a record 71 4 per cent 
to a Dem ocrat’s 28.6. The total then 
was 233,000. 
Y esterday’s biggest t o t a l — 
241,000 — cam e in a four-way race 
for governor. 
Republican State Senate Presi­ 
dent Burton M. Cross won with 52 
per cent. Another 15.2 per cent for 
two Republicans running as inde­ 
pendents — Henry W. Boyker and 
Neil S. Bishop — pushed the over­ 
all GOP percentage to 67.2 as 
against Payne’s 65 per cent in 1948. 
Democrat Jam e s C. Oliver, a 
onetime Republican congressm an, 
got 32.8 per cent. His 1948 prede­ 
cessor had 35. 
Three Republican congressmen 
won re-election easily. 
All but 19 of 625 precincts were 
in.

It H appened O nce B efore 


A m ericans have conveniently bad m em ories 
concerning things they prefer to forget. 


They have forgotten, if they prefer to forget 
It, that the whole d reary M cCarthy situation 
happened once before. 


A m em ber of Congress, M artin Dies, a new­ 
com er in the House of R epresentatives, led a 
crusade against the Com m unists. Dies was a 
wild - swinging accuser with blood in his eye. 
TTiere was only one really good thing about 
him in his chosen role of public prosecutor of 
subversives; he was on the right track . That 
was concealed from m ost A m ericans by one of 
the m ost fantastically bitter attack s ever m ade 
on a public figure. 
Y ears later, when the country w as sadder 
but w iser about subversives, the work M artin 
Dies had begun was dignified by nam ing a 
perm anent com m ittee of the House to carry it 
on. M eanwhile, Dies had been defeated by the 
efforts of the labor unions, which used to squeal 
that he was persecuting them when he brought 
in witnesses to testify about their Communist 
leadership. 
All this comes back now that another m em ber 
of Congress Is being given the full treatm ent 
by critics who never seem to rush to the de­ 
fense of anyone except people V ho agreed with 
Frank lin Roosevelt that the Com m unists needed 
only to be housebrok en and they’d be lifelong 
chum s. 
In other words, would it really m ak e any 
difference If Sen. M cCarthy w ere some else? 
Or Is It w hat he’s talk ing about that has his 
critics gnashing their teeth and pawing the air?

'The next tim e the plaintive strains of “Don’t 
Let Them Tak e It A w ay!’’ come your way, re­ 
m em ber the first $10 bill you ever saw. 
It was a lot of money, if you w ere raised In 
ordinary circum stances. It would feed a sm all 
fam ily for a week . It would co ver the cost of 
a whing-ding. A $10 bill represented purchasing 
power. 
Today it tak es a $20 bill, or two $10 bills, 
to approxim ate the sam e am ount of purchas­ 
ing power. The rate at which $1 bills pass 
through a spender’s hands is m ore than twice 
w hat it used to be. This gives a spender the 
Illusion of never having had it so good, unless 
he stops to think about w hat he has. 
He has half the insurance he thought he was 
buying. If he owned savings or bonds, he would 
have tak en a 50 per cent loss. Even with wage 
increases, he has only a fraction of the buying 
power he once had, because the bitter fact is 
that wages cannot go up fast enough to offset 
a declining dollar. 
Furtherm ore, the faster 
they rise in the attem pt to do this, the faster 
becom es the decline of the dollar. 
“ Don’t let them tak e it aw ay!’’ scream the 
tub - thum pers of the we - ow’e - it - to - ourselves 
school of funny - money m anipulation. 
Tak e w’hat away? 


It used to be, in this country, 
that people were born, voted at the 
age of 21, and in due course died 
without anyone worrying too much 
about the politics of it. 
Nowadays, 
however, 
this 
pro­ 
cess affects the tax rate, both na­ 
tional and local, and is therefore 
very political. 
Y ears ago, my friend. Ben 
Af­ 
fleck, now deceased, who m anu­ 
factured cem ent, argued lengthi­ 
ly on the relationship of cem ent to 
births. He was regarded as a fa­ 
natic on the subject. He watched 
birth statistics in all the areas 
where he sold cem ent and had 
charts to show how m any children 
would enter school on their sixth 
year and how m any would reach 
high school. 
By these figures, he could cal­ 
culate whether new schools would 
be required and whether parents 
would be seek ing larger homes. 
Affleck ’s law of the relation of 
cem ent to schools and taxes ap­ 
plies now to all our age groups.

is 
conscription 
which 
tak es out of the population a siza­ 
ble group of boys and even girls 
w'ho would be about to get their 
first jobs. The com petitive factor 
of youth in the job - hunting areas 
is therefore delayed a year or two. 


A FACTOR, often disregarded in 
m ost discussions of this problem , 
is that the United States from 19 29 
to 19 40, for a decade, suffered an 
unem ploym ent problem which, at 
tim es, reached 10,000,000. 
The New Deal subsidized unem ­ 
ploym ent by various devices, all 
based on increased taxes and the 
redistribution of w'ealth. World W’ar 
II did put an end to unemploy­ 
m ent. 
The work er, w^hose m em ory is 
longer than Jhe politician’s, rem em ­ 
bers this period and has persist­ 
ently dem anded a guaranteed job 
or an annual wage, or a subsidy. 
More or less, he now has all 
three, assured by the governm ent 
in the form of governm ent pur­ 
chases and old age pensions as 
well as state paid unem ploym ent 
com pensation, some form of union 
shop forbidding dism issal except 
under specific stipulations super­ 
vised by the National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board, State Labor Relations 
Boards, FEPC , etc. 
The calculable result of all this 
is that taxes rise, the currency de- : 
preciates, and the m ost productive 
age group, that is from 20 to 64, 
carries too heavy a burden to en­ 
joy the advantages of their par- , 
ents to equality of opportunity.

.AND TO HAVE full em ploym ent, 
tiie poiiticians have hit upon w ar 
and the preparation for w ar as the 
easiest mean-' 
That requires 
a 
huge rr.!lilar>- budget, higher tax ­ 
es. increased national debt and fur­ 
ther depreciation of currency. 
There are now 13 million of those 
betw<» en the ages of 65 and death 
and their num ber is increasing as 
the antibiotics and other inventions 
of science prolong life. It used to 
be that a m an saved for his old 
age and proudly rejected chanty, 
except from his loving children. 
Religion and ethics taught chil­ 
dren to respect, honor and support 
their parents as they had been 
nurtured by them . Today, with tax ­ 
es w'hat they are and the high 
cost of living going higher con­ 
stantly. 
it 
becomes 
increasingly 
difficult to save. Actually, the fig­ 
ures for 19 50 show an average in­ 
debtedness of $400 per capita. 
This belies other figures which 
show- savings from which m ust be 
deducted obligations assum ed by 
tim e-purchases. 
Also the young people are hard 
pressed by the delayed opportuni­ 
ties for advancem ent and by the 
high cost of setting up a home and 
m aintaining a fam ily. The aged 
papa and m am m a become a se­ 
vere drain.

.AS INDUSTRY too often insists 
upon a stupid policy of avoiding 
the em ploym ent of w'ork ers over 
50 and the compulsory retirem ent 
of m anagem ent at 65, the pension­ 
ers of both governm ent and pri­ 
vate funds will inevitably increase. 
These retirem ent policies are stu­ 
pid because they are arb itrary and 
unrelated to ability, stam ina, ex­ 
perience. k nowledge and sk ill, and 
current longevity tables. 
The 
voting 
population 
of 
the 
United 
States 
could 
am ount 
to 
nearly 100 million persons. Of this 
num ber about 45 million are be­ 
tween the ages of 45 and death; 
and of that num ber, 13 million are 
over 65. It is obvious from these 
figures that, by age groups, the 
center of political piower is among 
those between 50 and 70, that is 
the pensioners. 
In 19 48, 48 million Am ericans 
voted for President. With an in­ 
creased population, and assum ing 
a sim ilar response to political im ­ 
portunities, m aybe 50 million will , 
vote in 19 52. 
On that basis, the pensioners can 
become the dom inant political fac­ 
tor.

Both the 
NATO and U. N. have serious enough problem s 
without Inviting charges of m eddling In our 
national cam paign. 
Furtherm ore, the hands - off attitude of the 
w-orld bodies will m ak e It easier for w-hoever 
is elected President to shape his ow-n relation­ 
ship with the organizations. 


T he Case O f Iveslie T rapp 


If we had been ready to set our hand to 
the plow-, lik e Leslie Trapp, and office-seek ers 
had stood in our way. \re ’d have plow-ed them 
under.
